If there was any spot in this planet which 
twenty-five yeura ago, might have regarded

soldiers of the Union. TI walked over the 
battlefield with a schoolmate of thirty-seven 
-yuars ago, for near this place I was burn ; 
and he pointed out the apot where he stood, 
rand othor friends and relatives of aurscn the 
Southern side stood, and told me how their 
hearts sank and their seule fainted aa they 
beheld tho brave youths: falling before thuir 
guns. Over the fallen thoy could even then 
mourn, std they cannot yet forgive tho 
Northern General whose blundoracaused thia 
awful waste, of life. Tho slaughter at 
Frederickaburg gained’ nothing whatever, 
General Grant sacrificed mon as freely on his 
way from Chaneelloraville to Rictmand, 
but he conquered the Confederate capital by 
tt. Grant's whola het of war waa based ona 
comparison of nmbers, He contd aifurd to 
sacrifice threo ine, if necessary, far Leo's 
ono, and when Richmond was reached, have 
a good force left him to neat nene on Leo's 
side, Lee was a fine and brave man, but 
tov tender-hearted for a General ; he once 
spared this vory town, Fredericksburg, 
which Stonewall .fackson urged him to, 
shell (it was ‘ocenpied by the Unionists), 
beeanso ho knew that the women and 
chikiron had uot {eft it. Stonewall 
Jackson has become the Southern Saint, 
and his name yanks with that of Wesh- 
ington, who was born near this town, which 
holds‘ his mother's monumant . At this 
moment tha horse of Stonewall Jagkson is 
exhibited: from town to town in Virinia, 
not, indeod, without raising anspiciona than 
the said stued must have drunk at the foun- 
tain of perpetual youth. Yot.theac rove. 
rent feolings with which tho Southerns cling 
to the memory of the -fallon leaders of 
foilon causa have no longer any bitterness 
mingled with them, “Hero is o little inci- 
dent which has just been told mo, and which 
ig true. At the battle of Autivtam the 
Northern General Burlow fell, ag it was 
supposed, fatally wounded, and was borne 
to The headquarters of the Southern General, 
Gordon. The Southerner looked upon 
the noble forn of hia wounded prisoner, 
agd snid—‘' Te thero anything I can do for 
you?” General Barlow suid, “I am dying. 
There is in my ‘breast, pocket a package of 
letters from my wife. { caniiot moyo, Dyt 
will -be grateful if you will take them from 
me did’ butn’ then.” General Gordon 
gently’ removed the letters, and the woind- 
ed man gaid, *“ Bofure they are deatroyad, 
would you read one of them to me?” The 
Southern General real .ong ‘to him, a 
beautiful aud touching letter. Whey it-was 
finished he purned the Ietters, an@ avas 
immodiately; called: away ‘to active dnty in 
other regions, “Not long ago Ggneral Gor- 
don nist ata dinner company in. Washing- 
‘ton a man named Barlow, and asked, ‘“ Aro 
you any’ relation of ‘General Barlow, who 
was killed in the war?” It was the wound- 
‘ed prisoner, whom he had. never forgotten. 
The two rugged old soldiers sat beside cach 
other, clasped hands, snd wept as their 
‘explanations followed. The name of that 
'Bouthern General (Gordon) is hardly inore 
familiar in Scottund than <it is in’ this part 
of Virginia. . This ‘may, indeed, almost be 
healed Scottish Virginia. It isthe land of tho 
Gordons, Thoms; Scotts, Halls, Waljaces, 
‘Buchanans, Allens, Knoxes; Forbuses, aad 
n dozen other families of Scottish descent.
